So great has been the demand for 
| »coummodation at Jasper Park Lodge 
the Canadian National Railways’ sum- 
_mer hotel in the Rocky Mountains, 
|that increased accommodation has 
been found necessary in order to care 
for the number of guests desiring to 
visit Jasper National Park which is 
Canada’s largest mountain park and 
game sanctuary, it was stated today 
by A. 8.
